BOMBAY ACT NO. XXXVII of 1950. 

An Act to amend the Bombay Agricultural Debtors Relief Act, 1947. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the Bombay Agricultural Debtors Relief Act,. 
1947, for the purposes hereinafter appearing; It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. Short Title — This Act may be called the Bombay Agricultural Debtors Relief 
(Amendment) Act, 1950.

5. Amendment of Section 32 of Bom, XXVIII of 1947.— In section 32 of the- 
said Act, in sub-section (2) — 

(a) in clause (ii), the following shall be added at the end, namely: 

“unless all the creditors declare in writing that the unsecured debts due 
may not be charged on any of the properties of the debtor"; 

* * + * * * 

7. Amendment of section 38 of Bom. XXVIII of 1947 — In section 38 of the said 
Act— 

(a) In sub-section (1), after the words ■ under this Act” the words "if it is in 

respect of debts charged on the properties of the debtor” shall be- 
inserted; 

(b) in sub-section (3), the words “so registered” shall be deleted. 

8 . .Amendment of Section. 49 of Bom. XXVIII of 1947— In section 40 of the said 
Act, for the words “or award under this Act”, the words “under this Act or an 
award registered under this Act” .-hall be substituted.

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10. Amendment of section 46B of Born. XXVIII of 1947. — In section 46B of the 
said Act, for the words "it shall be the duty of the Court making an award” the 
words and figures “where an award is required to be registered under section 38, 
it shall be the duty of the Court making the award” shall be substituted. 

11. Substitution of Section 46C by new section. — For section 46C of the said Act 
the following new section shall be substituted, namely: — 

"46C. Notice of appeals to Registrars. — If a party files an appeal against 
an award under section 43 and if such award has been registered 
under section 38, it shall be the duty of the Court in which the appeal 
is filed to send to the Sub-Registrar or the Registrar to whom a certi- 
fied copy of the award has been sent under section 46B. a notice 
regarding the institution of the appeal”. 

12. Amendment of section 46F of Bom. XXVIII of 1947. — In section 46F of the 
said Act, after the words ‘‘has been made” the words "and registered” shall be 
inserted.

1. In rule 22— 

(a) For the proviso to sub-rule (2), the following proviso shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“Provided that the Chairman may, in the following circumstances permit 
an application in respect of any film or class of films to be delivered 
at a place other than that specified In this sub-rule, namely: — 

(i) where a Bombay film is imported from abroad into, or produced in, 
any State other than the State of Bombay, or 
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(11) where the Chairman is satisfied that immediate action for examination 
of a film is necessary, or 

(Hi) where examination of a film with the assistance of uersons 

acquainted with the language of the film is not possible at the place 
where, but for the provisions of this proviso, it would have been 
delivered for examination.” * I 


(b) To clause (b) of sub-rule (3), the following further proviso shall be added, 
namely: — 

“Provided further that where, in the case of a newsreel, documentary or 
other short film, the Regional Oilicer is satisfied that the applicant 
is not able to furnish the documents referred to in clause (b) along 
with the application, for reasons beyond the control of the applicant, 
the Regional Officer may direct that such documents may be furnished 
within such period after the examination of the film as he may from 
time to time specify.” 


2. For sub-rule (2) of rule 28, the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“(2) If the Board considers that the film should be re-examined, the Chair- 
man shall appoint a Reviewing Committee to re-examine the film, 
consisting of the Chairman and two members of the Board nominated 
by the Chairman: Provided that where two members of the Board 
are not readily available to serve on the Committee, the Chairman 
may, in place of one such member, nominate a member of an Advisory 
Panel to the Committee.’’ 

3. For rule 29, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

"20. Alteration of a film after issue of certificate. — When a film is altered 
by excision, addition, colouring or otherwise, after it has been certi- 
fied under these rules, it shall not be exhibited unless the portion or 
portions excised, added, coloured or otherwise altered have been re- 
examined and a fresh certificate obtained in accordance with these 
rules : 


Provided that the Examining Committee may, in its discretion, re-examine 
the entire film.'’ 


4. For rule 30, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

"30. Extra copies of films after certificatioii. — Where, after a film has been 
certified for public exhibition, ouy other copy or copies of it is or 
are imported or printed, whether in the original gauge or In a gauge 
different from the original, the applicant shall make n report in Form 
V of the Schedule to the appropriate Regional Officer and, on receipt 
of such report, the Regional Officer may, in case of a variation in the 
gauge of the film, issue a duplicate certificate with an endorsement 
indicating the length appropriate to the gauge.” 

5. To rule 32, the following explanation shall be added, namely: — 

“Explanation. — When the entire film is re-examined under rule 29, the 
examination and translation fees chargeable shall be calculated with 
reference only co the length of the portion or portions excised, added 
coloured or otherwise altered.” 1 


6. For rule 35, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“35. Repeal of rules made by State Governments. — (1) Subject to the provi- 
sions of this rule, any rules made under the Act by a State Govern- 
ment shall, so far as they relate to the sanctioning of cinematograph 
films for exhibition, stand repealed: 

Provided that any certificate for the public exhibition of a film granted by 
any authority under the rules so repealed shall be deemed to have 
been granted by the Board. 

(2) Where under the rules so repealed one authority had issued an "U” 
certificate and another an "A” certificate or where one authority bad 
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issued a certificate marked with a triangle and another a certificate 
without a triangle, the certificate to be deemed under sub-rule U) 
this rule to have been issued by the Board, shall be the A certm- 
cate or the certificate marked with a triangle, as the case may be: 

Provided that where a film had been declared by a notification issued by any 
State Government to be an uncertified film in any part or parts of 
that State, the said notification shall be deemed to continue in force 
until it is cancelled by the Central Government or a fresh certificate 
is granted in respect of the film under these rules by the Board with 
the prior approval of the Central Government, 

(3) Any proceeding pending immediately before the commencement of these- 
rules before any authority under the repealed rules shall stand trans- 
ferred to the Board and shall be disposed of by the Board in accord- 
ance with the provisions of these rules". 

7. In the declaration in Form V of the Schedule, after the words “is made ere", 
the words “except as respects the gauge” shall be inserted.

“6. The rates of postage and air mail fees specified in Schedules I and II 
shall be chargeable on postal articles posted at an Indian Post Office 
for transmission by air, or by air-cum-surface routes, to the countries 
and places mentioned in those schedules and to which such mode of 
transmission is available. 

Note: — At least 25 per cent, of all air mail fees shall be prepaid. The regis- 
tration fee in the case of registered articles shall be in addition to the charges 
mentioned in th?

— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 24 read with sub- 
section (I) of section 15 of the Payment of Wages Act, 1936 (IV of 193b), the 
Central Government hereby appoints the Commissioners for Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion in the State of Mysore who are appointed by the Government of Mysore 
under sub-section (1) of section 15 of tne said Act as authorities to hear and 
decide, within any area in that State all claims arising out of deductions from 
the wages, or delay in payment of the wages, of persons employed or paid in such 
area, to be the authorities to hear and decide such claims in respect of persona 
employed or paid in that area by a railway administration.
